BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Poland,— H.M. Consul at Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) reports 
as follows regarding trade conditions in Poland :— 

During 1908 there was a movement in favour of purchasing 

s from Austria-Hungary, the United Kingdom and France. 
Polish merchants visited Prague, Vienna, and London with a view 
to establishing direct business connections with these places, and 
a deputation of French merchants visited Warsaw in July with 
the same object. The greatest difficulty in competing with 
Germany is, says the Consul, in the matter of credit. Cases are 
known, for instance, where German firms have offered from three to 
nine months’ credit, whereas British firms have refused even to tender 
before receiving the assurance that the client consented to ‘ cash 
against documents.” Another difficulty is that British firms do 
not send out a sufficient number of travellers, whereas Poland is 
overrun by Germans offering goods at a low price and adapted to 
local taste and conditions. 

Generally speaking, 1908 was a favourable year from a financial 
point of view, bills were met regularly, bankruptcies were few, 
and far better credits were granted by banks and merchants than 
in previous years. Credits allowed to importers by German 
firms were again easier, six to nine months being by no means 
uncommon. Several British commercial travellers have stated 
that they are lengthening the terms of payments, and that the 
more they see of the country the more certain they are that such 
a course is necessary. So long as the British manufacturer insists 
on f.o.b. London or Hull, or “‘ cash against documents,” says Mr. 
Bayley, he will be left behind in the competition for the Polish 
market. 

There is a considerable trade in articles of German manufacture, 
such as ready-made clothing, hats, leather goods, steel articles, 
— &c., which are sold as of British make. In the case of cigars, 
a Hamburg firm has produced a box exactly similar in every par- 
ticular to those containing cigars made by a well-known British 
and Havana firm. This box, filled with cheap cigars of German 
make, is smuggled across the frontier and sold as the product of 
the Havana house at less than half the cost of the genuine article. 
Skates with the word “ Halifax ” are sold as a British manufacture, 
but they come from Emden. Perfumery, if shipped in bulk, is 
often adulterated with local spirit, but sold as the genuine British 
article. Legal steps are now being taken to prevent some of these 
frauds, but it is often difficult to trace the article to its manufacturer. 

Endeavours are being made to form a local section of the Russo- 
British Chamber of Commerce (which has its headquarters at St. 
Petersburg), but at present nothing is definitely settled. 

H.M. Consul adds: “ It would be a useful thing if British mer~ 
chants who have already established agencies in this district would 
communicate the name of their agent to the Consulate, as often, 
from want of knowledge as to where British articles can be obtained 
on the spot, local merchants cross the frontier and obtain the same 
thing of German make. A few of the catalogues received at the 
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Consulate have French or German translations. German is gene- 
rally understood by all business houses, but a Russian text. would 
be useful here and throughout Russia.” 


Austria-Hungary.—H.M. Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. E. 
Howard, C.V.O., C.M.G.), writes that British-made goods are much 
appreciated in Hungary. The principal articles of British origin 
which find a market there are agricultural machinery, engineering 
specialities, motor cars, machines and tools, sewing machines, paper 
and stationery, hats (men’s), ties, umbrellas and walking sticks, 
leather and leather articles (portmanteaux, d&c.), groceries 
{especially jam, tea, biscuits), whisky, sporting articles, rubber 
goods (shoes, &c.), fancy articles in general, silver fancy articles, 
sanitary earthenware, optical and scientific instruments, surgical 
instruments, varnish, pharmaceutical products and perfumery, 
typewriting machines, articles for writing (desks, &c.), silk tissues 
and velvets, woollen tissues (for clothing purposes), &c. 

It may be stated, however, adds Mr. Howard, that with the 
exception of machinery and various classes of instruments and 
woollen goods, there is no importation of manufactured goods on a 
large scale. ‘The British goods which can compete successfully 
with Austrian manufactures are generally high-class articles which 
appeal to a limited class only. 


Bulgaria.—The Acting British Vice-Consul at Varna (Mr. N. 
Breton) has forwarded the following summary of the trade between 
the United Kingdom and Bulgaria during 1908 :— 

The total value of the imports into Bulgaria from the United 
Kingdom during 1908 amounted to 928,093/., as compared with 
856,970/. during 1907, an increase of 71,1231. The chief articles 
of import would appear to be cotton yarns and manufactures, 
machines and machinery, metals and metal wares, coal (largely used 
by the Bulgarian Government on the State Railways and in the 
Flotilla), and chemical products. 

The exports from Bulgaria to the United Kingdom, which 
consist almost exclusively of grain, showed a great falling off in 
1908, being valued at 387,210/. only, as compared with 828,2281. 
in 1907. ‘The bad harvest of 1907 was the main cause of this 
decrease. 

Facilities for making small shipments of grain to the United - 
Kingdom are wanting, says the Vice-Consul, and shippers 
experience great difficulty in collecting a full cargo for a chartered 
Steamer. 


Venezuela.—H.M. Consul at Ciudad Bolivar (Mr. C. H. de 
Lemos) reports as follows regarding the commercial position in 
Venezuela :— 

The year 1908 has been abnormal as regards trade and com- 
merce. In addition to the ordinary restrictions placed on traffic 
by legal enactments, extraordinary measures in this respect were 
enforced by the President of the Republic during the greater part 
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of the year. Traffic with the island of Trinidad was forbidden, and 
as most of the inward and outward trade of the port of Ciudad 
Bolivar is habitually carried on by transit shipments vid Trinidad, 
the consequences were most severely felt throughout the 
district. Producers could not ship and realise their products. 
Consumers could not obtain supplies, except with great delays and 
at considerably enhanced cost. The mail services were interrupted 
and the telegraph service connecting with the Trinidad cable was 
entirely suppressed, Passengers were not permitted to come or 
go and communications were retarded. This state of affairs 
lasted from May to December, when normal conditions were re- 
established. 

The volume of foreign trade for the year 1908 amounted to 
625,9751., as compared with 820,931l. in 1907, a reduction of 24 
per cent. 

The imports for the year 1908 show a decrease of 137,2741., or 
about 50 per cent. as compared with the previous year. This 
falling-off is accounted for by the impediments to traffic referred to 
above. It is impossible to supply details of imports, as no statis- 
tics thereof are available, and most goods enter Ciudad Bolivar, 
after being transhipped at other ports, without any certificate of 
origin. 

All the imports at Ciudad Bolivar are manufactured goods. The 
principal articles are :—Provisions, oils, hardware, barbed wire, 
&c., and machinery from the United States; cotton, silk and 
woollen goods, fancy articles, preserves, hardware, chemicals, 
machinery, glassware and crockery, cement, &c., from the United 
Kingdom, Germany, and France; wines and spirits from France 
and Spain; whisky from the United Kingdom. 

The imports are effected by merchants and consumers at Ciudad 
Bolivar through buying agents or merchants in Europe and the 
United States. The fiscal laws in Venezuela are complicated and 
very stringent, requiring the most careful compliance with the 
regulations. Any mistake in the shipping documents or in the 
packing of the goods involves losses by fine or seizure. ‘The 
agents or merchants at home who attend to shipments to Venezuela 
need therefore to possess special knowledge and experience. More- 
over, long credits are demanded by and granted to merchants in 
Venezuela. Under these circumstances the middleman still remains 
necessary for Venezuelan imports. The agents or vorrespondents 
in the States or Europe are bound to keep their clients well posted 
thereon with samples and price lists to enable them to sustain 
competition. 

Catalogues and price lists which reach the Consulate from 
British manufacturers are distributed to possible buyers or kept 
for reference in case of enquiries, but the purchaser will scarcely 
ever venture on a direct order, and prefers to act through his 
agents in Europe.

REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS IN NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. 
Rolleston) writes that it would be well for British manufacturers 
with registered trade marks for their goods to register such marks 
in New Zealand if they intend to extend their business there in the 
future. It often happens, he says, that a British manufacturer 
applying to have his mark registered in New Zealand finds that the 
mark has been already registered by some local maker of a similar 
production. The charge made by local agents for registering a 
mark for a period of 14 years is 3l. 3s., which sum includes the 
Government tees, amounting to 11. 5s. 








IMPORT TRADE OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
IN 1908. 


The following particulars of the import trade of the Straits 
Settlements in 1908 are taken from a report by Mr. A Stuart, 
Registrar of Imports and Exports at Singapore :— 

The value of the imports during 1908 into the Colony of the 
Straits Settlements, which now comprises Singapore, Penang, 
Malacca, Dindings, Christmas Island and Labuan, was 36,912,8591., 
exclusive of the inter-colonial trade; a decrease of 4,738,0110. as 
compared with 1907. The exports were valued at 31,945,448/., a 
decrease of 4,131,909/. as compared with 1907.

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COAL INDUSTRY OF BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, from 
the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence at Calcutta, par- 
ticulars relating to the coal mining industry of India, from which 
the following information is extracted :— 


Production.—A table is given showing the quantity of coal pro- 
duced in each province in India in each year from 1878 to 1907. 
In 1878 the total amounted to 1,015,210 tons; in 1907 it had risen 
to 11,147,339 tons. In 1878 the only fields worked were the 
Raniganj and Giridih fields in Bengal and the mines in the Central 
Provinces. The Raniganj field held the first place as regards 
production up to 1906, but is now second with an output of 
3,981,659 tons, or 35°7 per cent. of the total production of the 
Indian mines. Jherria, which was opened in 1893, had the largest 
production in 1907, viz., 5,179,185 tons, or 46°5 per cent. of the 
total. The production of the Giridih field in 1907 fell to 750,374 
tons, or 6°7 per cent. of the total. The Daltonganj field was opened 
in 1901; its present production is 81,873 tons. These four coal 
fields are all included in the province of Bengal, where about 
90 per cent. of the coal obtained in India in 1907 was produced. 


Outside Bengal the most important mines are those at Singareni 


‘ in the Nizam’s territory. Work was begun there in 1887, and pro- 


gress has been more rapid than in any other place outside Bengal. 
The Umaria mine in the Rewa. State in Central India was started 
in 1884. Its progress was steady up to the year 1903, when the 
maximum production of 193,277 tons was reached: since then 
there has been a slight decline. In the Central Provinces the 
Mohpani mine was opened in 1860 and the Warora mine in 1871. 
The production in the Central Provinces reached its maximum in 
1902 (196,981 tons). Since then the output has decreased con- 
siderably, and the Government mines at Warora, which produced 
123,015 tons out of 147,265 tons produced in the Central Provinces 
in 1905, were shut down in 1906. On the other hand the produc- 
tion at Bellarpur showed a large expansion last year, and the output 
of the Pench Valley mines has been rapidly increasing. 


In every year since 1886 the production of the Indian coal mines 
has been greater than in the preceding year. The output in 1907 
—over 11 million tons—represents an increase of about 14 per cent. 
over the figures for 1906 and 32 per cent. over those for 1905.

Exports.*—The exports of Indian coal (not including bunker 
coal) have increased in proportion to the production in the last 
ten years. On the average of the five years 1898-9 to 1902-3 
the exports were 7'13 per cent. of the total production of Indian 
coal, but the exports of the following five years 1903-4 to 1907-8 
averaged 7°97 per cent, of the production. Almost all the coal 
shipped as private merchandise from India is sent from Cal- 
cutta. Ceylon and the Straits Settlements are the two principal 
markets for Indian coal, and of the total quantity shipped in 
1907-8 about 53 per cent. was declared for Ceylon and 28 per 
cent for the Straits. In 1905-6 and 1906-7 Indian coal took 
the place of Japanese coal in Hongkong, but the shipments 
entirely ceased in 1907-8. On the other hand Sumatra took more 
coal from India, and is now her third best customer (14 per cent.). 
From 1902-38 till 1906-7 the total exports increased rapidly, till 
they reached 935,350 tons. The year 1907-8 showed a decrease 
of over 200,000 tons, all countries except Sumatra taking less. 

Consumption.*—In the three years 1905-6 to 1907-8, the amount 
of coal left available for consumption in the country was 7,761,486 
tons, 9,104,873 tons, and 10,726,771 tons respectively ; of which 
7,581,590 tons, 8,847,900 tons and 10,419,458 tons respectively 
were Indian coal. The estimated consumption in different indus- 
tries in 1907-8 was as follows :—

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Value and Prices.—The “ value ” of the coal produced in India is 
reported annually by mine-owners. The figures represent the 
actual or estimated wholesale price of coal at the pit’s mouth. The 
‘“ average value per ton,” as thus defined, of all the coal produced 
in each province in India ranged from 3 rupees 6 annas (4s. 6d.) 
in 1890 to 3 rupees 8 annas (4s. 8d.) in 1907. In India the coal 
now being worked is near the surface, and labour is cheap; as a 
consequence Indian coal has a comparatively low price at the pit’s 
mouth. 


Capital Employed.—The total amount of capital employed in the 
coal-mining industry cannot be stated, as reports are received from 
joint stock companies only, and the capital employed by private 
individuals and syndicates is unknown. There were 64 joint stock 
companies at work in Bengal on the 31st March, 1907. These 
companies produced 81 per cent. of the total output of the Bengal 
coal-fields in 1907. Outside Bengal there were only two joint 
stock companies at work in that year. In addition to these, 50 
companies were registered in the period April, 1907, to March, 
1908. Only four of the companies at work on the 3lst March,

NEW PORT WORKS AT HAVRE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Havre (Mr. H. L. Churchill) has 
furnished the following particulars of port works, in course of 
completion and projected, at Havre :— 

The work of closing up the south side of the outer harbour by 
means of a breakwater has been completed. The tidal wharf, which 
it is claimed will permit the largest vessels carrying passengers to 
lie alongside at all states of the tide, is also completed, but the 
approach to it has not been entirely cleared of the old south jetty. 
The authorities hope formally to open this wharf in the presence of 
the President of the Republic in July next. It is, however, 
doubtful whether the required depth of water will have been 
obtained by that time. 

The tidal lock will not be ready to be opened to navigation at 
the same time. The gates are being finished, but the machinery 
to work them has not yet been put in hand. The work will be 
undertaken by local industry, and plans are being studied by the 
Conseil Général des Ponts et Chaussées. 

Dredging operations are taking place in the outer channel in 
order to obtain a depth of water of 6 metres (19 feet 6 inches)

below datum. The dredgers in use not being sufficiently powerful, 
one was borrowed from a neighbouring port and another very 
powerful one is now afloat and will shortly be in use. 

The communicating lock between the Bellot Dock and the Tan- 
carville Canal may be delayed owing to an unfortunate accident in 
which two men lost their lives in one of the caissons. 

The project for the further enlargement of the port, which was 
drawn up in 1907 and submitted for the approval of the Ministry 
of Public Works at the end of that year, has now been definitely 


accepted by the Senate; these works will entail an expenditure of

The importance of these new works does not consist so much in 
the increased space available for discharging as in the immense 
advantages to be derived from having docks which will permit 
vessels of all sizes to enter at all states of the tide, thus obviating 
the former necessity of awaiting the high tide before being able to 
enter the docks. At the present time access to the docks can only 
be had an hour and a-half before or after high tide. 

The breakwaters, in all 4,340 metres long, will, with the excep- 
tion of 1,200 metres, be built of solid masonry and be protected 
against the force of the sea by blocks of rock and stone placed 
along the foot of each breakwater. 

The outer port or dock will be dredged to a depth of six 
metres below datum and will be 150 metres across at the entrance. 

A gate 77 metres wide will divide the outer dock from the 
Bassin de Marée. 

Nearly half the total cost of these works will be provided by a 
State subsidy and the remainder by the Havre and Rouen Cham- 
bers of Commerce ; it is probable that the present port dues paid 
to the Chamber of Commerce will be increased by 50 per cent. In 
addition to the 3,400,000/. to be expended, a further 64,000/. has 
been guaranteed from the receipts of the Havre octroi. 
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REGULATIONS. FOR THE CONTROL OF BEVERAGES 
AND COMESTIBLES IN JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice on p. 573 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25th March relative to the enforcement in Japan of 
regulations as to the percentage of lead in solder used for provision 
tins, H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) 
has forwarded the following memorandum on the regulations for 
the control of beverages and comestibles in Japan :— 

In the year 1900 various laws and regulations were issued with 
the object of preventing dangers to the public health. 

These regulations deal with beverages and comestibles in general, 
with the receptacles for containing them, with saccharine and 
similar substances, with aerated waters, with milk, with ice, and 
with injurious colouring matter. 

Of these regulations the ones which are of the greatest impor- 
tance to British manufacturers and merchants are those relating to 
tinned goods. Some tins of foreign manufacture have recently 
been confiscated for non-compliance with the regulations, and it 
may, therefore, be of advantage to set forth the principal points of 
the law and regulations in question. 

According to Article I. of Law No. 15 of February, 1900, relat- 
ing to the control of beverages, comestibles, and other articles, the 
Authorities are empowered to prohibit or restrict the manufacture, 
sale, &c., of beverages and comestibles, of the receptacles for con- 
taining them, and of cooking utensils, if any danger to the public 
health is apprehended. The owners of such goods may be made to 
destroy them, or the authorities may destroy them or take such 
action as they think proper. 

Article 2 empowers the officials to take, free of charge, as much 
as is necessary for the purpose of analysis, so that an examination 
of the goods can be made. 

Article 2 states that persons who, having received instructions 
from the proper official, fail to carry out the provisions of the law 
within the specified time shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
20 yen, while persons who hinder an official in the execution of his 
duty shall be liable to major imprisonment fora period not exceed- 
ing one month and a fine not exceeding 10 yen. 

There are also punishments provided for persons who do not 
carry out their duties, and in connection with bribery. 


The following are the principal points in the regulations with 
regard to the control of receptacles for beverages and comestibles :— 

Article 1 defines receptacles. 

Article 2 says that persons engaged in the provision business 
may not use lead, or an alloy containing more than 10 per cent. of 
lead, in making or repairing receptacles for beverages and com- 
estibles. 
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Article 3 says that persons engaged in the provision business 
may not use an alloy which contains more than 20 per cent. of lead 
for that part of the solder which touches the contents of the tins, 
nor may they line receptacles with an alloy which contains more 
than 5 per cent. of lead. 

In soldering the outer portions of tins which contain, or are to 
contain, beverages or comestibles, persons engaged in this business may 
not use any alloy which contains more than 50 per cent. of lead. 
[Nore.—This is the point which has caused the confiscation of ’ 
several tins of foreign manufacture. } 

Article 4 says that persons engaged in the provision business 
may not manufacture or repair enamelled receptacles from which 
arsenic or lead will come out if water containing 4 per cent. of 
acetic acid is boiled in them for half an hour. 

Article 5 says that children’s feeding bottles may not be made 
with rubber containing lead or zinc. 

Article 6 says that receptacles for containing beverages or 
comestibles which have been manufactured or repaired in con- 
travention of the provisions of Articles 2 to 5 may neither be sold, 
nor stored, nor exhibited for the purposes of sale, nor used for the 
purposes of business. | 

Article 7 says that receptacles for beverages and comestibles 
in which the part coming in contact with the contents is made of 
or repaired with copper or an alloy of copper the plating of which 
has worn off, or which has lost its original brightness, may not be 
used in business. 

By Article 8, the authorities may take the action prescribed in 
Article 1 of Law 15 of February, 1900 (quoted above) as regards 
receptacles for beverages or comestibles which have been manu- | 
factured or repaired in contravention of Articles 2 to 5, or as regards | 
the beverages and comestibles for which the receptacles were used, 
or as regards receptacles for beverages and comestibles which are 
in contravention of Article 7, or as regards the beverages and 
comestibles for which the receptacles were used. 

The same holds good with regard to persons engaged in the 
provision business who have acted in contravention of these 
Regulations. 

Article 10 says that persons who have contravened the pro- 
visions of Articles 2—7 shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
25 yen.

It is laid down in these regulations that under the provisions 
of the “ Animals Contagious Diseases Act” the importation {into 
Canada of cattle, sheep, or other ruminants, swine, the flesh, hides, 
hoofs, horns, or other parts of such aniinals (with the exception of 
cured meats, sausage casings, lard and tallow), and hay, straw, 
fodder, or manure from the State of Pennsylvania is prohibited— 
provided that dressed meats and the dried or pickled or salted 
green cured skins or hides, and the horns, hoofs, wool and bristles 
of such animals may, under certain regulations, be imported into 
Canada when originating outside the above-mentioned State and 
not produced from animals grown or slaughtered therein, although 
shipped through the said State. 

It is further provided that hay, straw, or other fodder originating

GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. :

Furniture of wood—furniture in chief value of metal.—The pro-

It is held that in determin- 
ing the “single component” materials, in order to ascertain the 
component of chief value under section 7, Customs Administrative 
Act of 1890, the cork as thus prepared, including the value of the 
oil, &c., should be considered as a “single” component, and that 
‘the insoling should be regarded as composed of cotton and 
manufactured cork, rather than of cotton, unprepared cork, 
linseed oil, &c. 

Such insoling in which the prepared cork is the component 
material of chief value is dutiable as a manufacture in chief value 
of cork under paragraph 448 of the Tariff, at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem.

JAPAN. 


With reference tothe notice on p. 39 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 7th January last, relative to Japanese State 
Railway organisation, H.M. Embassy at Tokio 
report that a law has been issued providing for 
the establishment of a Railways Special Account entirely separate 
from and independent of the general accounts. The capital of 
the special account is to comprise the existing capital and materials 
fund, together with money hereafter to be devoted to railways. 
Railway expenditure is to be met from railway receipts. The cost 
of construction and improvement is to be met from railway 
profits. In the event of a deficit the Government may borrow funds 
to an amount not exceeding the estimate for such construction and 
improvement. This law comes into force with the financial year 
1910: the existing Imperial Railway Account Law and others 
are generally repealed, but remain operative as affecting the 
accounts of Korean railways under Japanese administration.

Butter, Cream and Milk.—'I'he quantity of 
Danish butter exported in 1908 was about 1,780,000 cwts., as 
compared with 1,710,000 cwts. in 1907. The cream and milk 
exported were equivalent to about a further 60,000 cwts. of butter 
in 1908 and 1907, and about 50,000 ewts. in 1906. The great 
progress in the production and export of dairy produce, which 
in 1907 succeeded a period of stagnation that had lasted several 
years, has accordingly not only been maintained in 1908, but there 
is even an increase of from 60,000 to 70,000 cwts. The bulk of 
the exports was, as hitherto, sent to Great Britain: all this butter 
was exported in casks. ‘The whole of the tinned butter, and a 
small quantity of butter in casks, 40,000 cwts. (in 1907, 
25,000 cwts.), went to Germany. 

Eggs.— The exports of eggs in 1908 were over 21 million score, 
as compared with over 20 million score in 1907. Only 1 or 2 per 
cent. of the eggs exported goes to countries other than Great 
Britain. 

Bacon.—'l'he exports of bacon in 1908 were 2,170,000 cwts., as 
against 1,920,000 cwts. in 1907. 

Cattle and Meat.—The number of live cattle exported in 1908 
was 122,000, as against 99,000 in 1907. ‘The corresponding figures 
for the export of meat were respectively 210,000 and 180,000 cwts. 

Horses.—During 1908 about 18,600 Danish horses were 
exported ; in 1907 the number was 19,700. In 1908, all, with 
the exception of about 5,000 animals, went to Germany.

pure milk. It is further stipulated that makers of margarine 
cheese shall not add any colouring matter for the purpose of 
imitating the natural product, and that it shall be sold in the form 
of cubes only. 





GREECE, 
H.M. Consul at Patras (Mr. F. B. Wood) reports, regarding 


agriculture in the Morea and the Provinces of 


Ri eigen Aitolia and Acarnania during 1908, that the 
0 he a currant crop, notwithstanding a very dry 


winter and spring, was one of the largest on 
record, being close upon 185,000 tons, and, as most of the fruit 
crops in the Mediterranean and the Levant were also abundant, 
prices, which opened comparatively low, were declining throughout 
the season ; exports have as a whole diminished, and the fate of 
the large stock of currants still remaining in Greece is doubtful. 
The vintage, second in importance to currants, was also most 
abundant, and wine was well-nigh unsaleable. In some districts 
growers did not consider it worth while incurring the expense of 
picking their grapes, and in others, which depend upon the 
vintage almost entirely. wine could not be sold at any price. 

Citrons, in brine, which have gradually become an important 
article of export, principally to the United Kingdom and the 
United States, suffered a very great decline in price during the 
past year. Their value, under normal conditions, is about 7d. the 
oke (2:0 lbs.), but last season they were selling at less than 4d. 
per oke. 

The Messenian crop of figs was 10 per cent. smaller than that 
of the preceding season, and sold at considerably lower prices. 
About 700 tons still remain in Greece for shipment, but there is 
no demand for them. 

There was a better crop of tobacco than in 1907, but it was 
only about half an average yield, and obtained no higher prices 
than usual. 
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A very dry spring, and scorching heat during the flowering, 
almost completely destroyed the olive crop. In the provinces of 
AXtolia and Acarnania a fair amount of oil was secured, but in 
the Morea itself about one-tenth of an average yield was collected, 
this being scarcely sufficient, with the stock which remained over, 
for the requirements of local consumption, so that olive vil was 
sold at double the usual price, thus laying a heavy burden on the 
lower classes, who use it extensively as an article of diet and for 
cooking purposes.

SPAIN. 


The April Report of the British Chamber of Commerce for Spain 
states that the latest statistics published with 
Cork Industry. respect to the cork industry in Spain show a 
large decrease in the cork manufacturing 

centres and in the number of workmen employed. 

Prior to 1900 the annual production of cork was 17,000,000 
kilogs., representing about eight thousand million corks, with a 
value of 150 million pesetas ; 100,000 workmen were employed in 
the several manufacturing centres. 

The towns engaged in this industry in 1900 were 200, with 
1,250 factories and 30.000 workmen. The exports of corks, in 
thousands, were 3,338,746, with a value of 50,081,190 pesetas. 

In 1904 the number of towns was reduced to 129, with 1,154 
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factories and 21,553 workmen. The exports, in thousands of corks, 
were 2,088,517, with a value of 31,327,755 pesetas. 

In 1908 the manufacturing centres were further reduced to 113, 
with 904 factories and 10,298 workmen; the amount of the 
exports, in thousands of corks, was 2,561,289, with a value of 
38,419,335 pesetas. 

The decline in the cork industry is ascribed to the high tariffs 
levied on the manufactured article in foreign countries, and the 
substitution for this product of other systems of coverings, such as 
glass stoppers, cork discs and similar coverings manufactured from 
cork dust.

The British Vice-Consul at Catania (Mr. W. A. Franck) reports 
as follows as to the effect of the recent earth-

Farthqua The earthquake of the 28th December, 1908, 
Surtamery Trade. 1d no appreciable effect on the bergamot 
and lemon groves. <A few groves lying along the coast were 
spoilt by the tidal wave, but the damage was not such as con- 
siderably to reduce the production. About 10 per cent. of the 
lemon crop and at least 25 per cent. of the bergamot crop had 
already been worked into essence when the earthquake took place. 
The serious damage which most of the factories suffered caused 
the loss of some of the existing stock, and a delay in the working 
of the unplucked fruit. The latter remained on the trees beyond 
the proper time, and its over ripeness, when worked, caused a 
reduction in the yield of essential oil. 

Availing themselves of the consternation and awe which over- 
took the people of all classes after the earthquake, some 
speculators managed to secure from the manufacturers a good 
portion of the stock which could be recovered, paying high prices 
for it. The consequence was that the surviving Messina exporters, 
who had contracts with the manufacturers, had to come to terms 
with them. 

The Vice-Consul thinks that the leading surviving firms will 
all fulfil their engagements abroad, and any eventual disturbance 
of the trade should not be put down to the destruction of groves, 
but chiefly to the suspension of work and other circumstances 
stated above. It is said that the cutting down of trees in 
Calabria, with the object of obtaining more space for the erection 
of low buildings, will probably reduce the production, but experts 
think this circumstance is not worthy of mention, and, if no other 
calamity overtakes the recently damaged zone, the trade in 
essential oils will continue as in the past.

waters, &c., constitute the foundation of the country’s wealth. 
There are also some large manufactories of machinery, including 
electric machinery and plant of all kinds. It is hoped that the 
country will soon be able to produce all the coal it needs for 
railway and manufacturing purposes, but Prussian coal will 
probably continue to be used for domestic purposes and British 
coal for shipping. Great efforts are being made to develop 
the mines which exist in the country.

The serious deprecia- 
tion of copper money (7.e., 10-cash pieces, copper “cash” having 
practically disappeared), due to over-production from the provincial 
mints to meet demands for money from Peking. 3. The failure of 
country small dealers, causing embarrassment to Chinkiang im- 
porters, who, in their turn, were pressed by the local banks to re- 
fund advances made to them. 4. Want of confidence on the part 
of the vanks, which, for some time past, has Jed them to call in out- 
standing advances as aforesaid. 95. Failure of up-country crops to 
realise the expectations formed of them. 

A few small banks closed their doors, but the principal ones are 
said to be stable. 
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Imports.— American shirtings and jeans decreased by 15,315 and 
2,260 pieces respectively, owing to trade depression and compara- 
tive dearness. British jeans, being cheaper and more in demand, 
increased by 9,783 pieces, being apparently preferred to T-cloths, 
which decreased by 23,462 pieces. ‘The growing demand for 
chintzes and cotton lastings is shown in an increase of 12,097 and 
49,335 pieces respectively. Japanese cotton cloth decreased by 77,236 
yards. A decrease of 10,102 pieces in cambrics, lawns and muslins 
is only apparent, as these goods are now, for the most part, made 
up in 40-yard lengths instead of 12 yards as hitherto. There was 
an increase of 9,991 yards in fancy woven cottons. A decrease of 
18,445 yards in union and poncho cloth is to be noted, due to 
trade depression and dearness.

According to the Liquor Tax Law, an impost is established upon 
the manufacture (1) of brewed liquors at the rate of 1 yen for 5 
koku up to 100 koku, after which an extra charge is made of 10 
yen for each additional 50 koku; (2) of distilled liquors at 1 yen 
per koku, and (3) of mixed liquors at 3 yen per koku, but in the 
case of the two latter, each additional 30 koku beyond 50 koku 
bears an extra tax of 39 yen and 90 yen respectively. 

By the provisions of the T’ohacco Tax Law, persons engaged 
either in the cultivation or the sale of tobacco must obtain permits 
from the Government. The former must make payment of 50 sen 
a year if they grow not more than 900 plants, and 2 yen a year 
if they grow more than 9V0 plants. Wholesale dealers are charged 
10 yen, and retailers 2 yen a year.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and in order to attain more fully the 
purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. Other 
British firms desiring to have their names entered on this Register 
‘ should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
a form of application, copies of which may be obtained at the 
offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal. The annual subscription to the 
Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience.
